GERMANS SOON BE CALLED 


PARIS, Jan. 29.—The session of 
committee of experts cf the Allied Su- 
preme Council ended at 12.30 
o'clock this morning, after having 
reached a complete agreement on the 
system of annual payments of repara- 
tions by Germany and annuities on 
Germanye’ foreign trade It now only 
Temains for the plenary eitting of the 
Supreme Counc!! today (Saturday) to 
endorse the agreement, draw up 
structions for the Brussels experts, 
and fix penalties for default by Ger- 
many. 

Premier Briand declared as he 
came out from the meeting early this 
morning that the conference of the 
Supreme Council would not break up 
without having reached a definite de- 
cieion. 


PARIS, Jan. 28.—A solution of the! 


problem of German reparations was 
tentatively reported late today by 
the committee of experts appointed 
yesterday by the alliea Supreme Coun- 
cil Confidence was expressed that 
the Council would approve the com- 
mittee’s plans tomorrow. 

The proposed echeme provides for 
the payment of annuities on a sliding 
scale of from 2,000,000,000 to 6,006,- 
000,000 gold warks over a period of 
probably forty years and also a 12 1-2 
per cent ad valorem tax on German 
exports so that her creditora will be 
paid according to Germany's jncreaes- 
ing prosperity. 

The second froning out of differ- 
ences came after two days of a con 
tinually widening breach that threat- 
ened to break up the conference. 
French circles give the Belgian dele- 
gation credit for the success in re- 
conciling the British and French view- 
point. 

The project in its final form, when 
approved by the Supreme 
will be submitted to Germany for ac- 
ceptance as an agreement outside of 
article 233 of the Peace Treaty which 
entrusta the reparations Commiss‘on 
with the task of fixing the amount 
of the indemnity. Then another con- 
ference will be called to which the 
Germans will be invited.
